come."

Meniere's disease is an unusual con- 


dition in which the 
characteristic 


symptoms include the sudden onset of I 
dizziness with the sensation that the' 
patient is rapidly spinning or that sur- ! 
rouxuling objects are spinning rapid-I 
ly around him. With this there may 
be'nausea or vomiting, persistent ring-1 
ing in the ears and a gradual loss of' 
hearing on one side. 


The attacks come on at irregular in- 


tervals and once the condition has 
Started, they may return with increas- 
ing frequency. Moreover, they gradu- 
ally get worse. Aside from the ring- 
ing jn the ears and the difficulty of 
bearing, these people feel perfectly 
well between attacks. 
•The dizziness may, however, corne 
without warning. It may come on 
while the patient is asleep, while at 
work, walking or sitting quietly arid 
reading. 


The condition is called Meniere's dis- 


ease because it was first described by 
a physician of that name in 1861. He 
thought it was always due to some 
trouble in the internal ear and par- 
ticularly in that part made up of what 
are called the semicircular canals— 
the little canals inside the head which 
let us know our position in space. More 
recent investigations indicate that, the- 
condition may arise from disturbances 
in the brain or in the nerves arid may 
be the result of changes in the circu- 
lation.

None of these methods, how- 
ever, has been specific for all cases 
and there is no reason to believe that 
any o£ them is specifically a cure for 
this disease in all cases. 


In some of the worst cases of this 


type it is possible to perform surgical 
operations on the nerves that are con- 
cerned with the sense of balance—what 
are called the vestibular nerves. Al- 
though these operations may result in 
loss of hearing on the side on which 
the operation is done, they have also 
resulted in the clearing up of the 
symptoms such as dizziness and the 
loss of sense of balance which are con- 
siderably wor.se than the loss of the 
sense of hearing. 


This condition may occur in patients 


who have had infections. It may be 
associated with tumors of the brain, 
v/ith hardening of the arteries or with 
other diseases, but there is no one of 
thorn that is always the cause. The 
rli.'x-a.ve rarely occurs in young people.

Racial and religious prejudices are 


very deep in human life and of one 
thing we can be perfectly sure: a les- 
son from the New Testament thai 
deals with some matter of racial or re- 
ligious prejudice in the little land of 
Palestine more than 1900 years ago 
will be full of import for this modern 
world and even for democratic Amer- 
ica, where all ir.en are supposed to be 
free and equal, where freedom of re- 
ligion is eslablished, and where there 
would be no racial prejudice if all 
men lived up lo Ihe Constitution and 
it.s ideals. 


Here in our le.sson, a Grecian woman, 


who \va.s a Syrophocnk-ian by race and 
who had seen the wonderful things 
that Jesus had done, besought Him 
that lie would heal her daughter who 
had 
"an 
unclean spirit," 
<ir as we 


Would say. was menially defective. 


The reply of Jesu.s to the woman 


seemed very .strange, and if we read 
it merely in the strict .sense as it i.s 
recorded, we would feel hound to say 
that it seemed almost brutal in its 
lack of sympathy. Jesus said to her, 
"Let the children first lie filled: for 
it i.s not meet to take the children's 
bread and cast ji 1,1 the dogs." 


These words arc so ,,ut of harmony 


with the gentleness of Jesus and with 
the loving kindness that was so es- 
sential in all His example and teach- 
ing, that we can only think of some- 
thmg in the manner or look of the 
Master ihat belied the harshness of 
His wo 11 I.s. 
He may have used such 


words just as any one of us might use 
words ,,f imagined severity, in a teas- 
ing way, to a child. 


He ma> have been using these words 


to put 
in language the thoughts ,,f 


those Icxs gentle, who were .standing 
round about and watching Him to see 
what He would do; and the woman 
may have understood ell what Jesus 


It ould si-em so. because instead of 


being rebuffed or taking offense, the 
woman replied to Jesus in much the 
same tant.almng way. "Lea, Lord; even 
tin- dogs under Ihe table eat of the 
children's crumbs." 


The woman conquered and her child 


was healed. This was the real ex- 
pression ,,f the Christ, and it would 
he foil,, yto interpret the seemingly 
harsh words of Jesus except in ih'L. 
ight of what Jesus actually did in 
healing the woman's child. 


The other part of our lesson has to 


do with the healing Of onc who was 
deaf and partially dumb. Here we 
have a miracle symbolic of the spir- 
itual work of Christ in enabling us to 
lu-ar and speak the words of life 


But Ihe leaching of the lesson that 


applies most closely to our own day 
is i Us bearing upon our racial differ- 
ences and problems. Nothing is plain- 
er in the .New 'testament, or in the 
whole hisl,,ry of the Christian church 
than lhal llie grace of God i.s not lim- 
ited to color or race, or even.to d,f- 
lerences ol outward faith. 


Men of all colors and of all creeds 


have experienced the grace of God 
It has brought lo light in their lives 
all those gracious things that are the 
fruit of the spirit. Will ., ,,

N. B. Carver, head of the Highway 


Department's Bridge Division, report- 
ed that the department had made sev- 
eral submissions of date concerning 
the spans to the Bureau of Public 
roads. 


Under a 1937 act of Congress, the fde- 


eral government will refund to states 
half the cost of all bridges built since 
1927 
according to Bureau of Public 


Roads specifications, tolls upon which 
are removed before July 1, 1939. Ar- 
krnsas hopes to realize about 54,333,003 
as a result of removal of toll collec- 
ions from the bridges. 


The Bureau of Public Roads has 


requested additional information con- 
cerning the bridges, which is being 


prepared. The federal roads bureau 
nas completed its inspections of the 
spans. W. W. Zass, chief highway 
engineer, estimated at a committee 
hearing on the Barney bill that ap- 
proval of the state's application for re- 
funds under the federal act could be 
acted upon within 45 days.

caused removal of 33 men from their 
jobs.

Eleven men 
will be retained about two days, he 
said, to protect properties in the toll 
officers, until an audit has been com- 
pleted. One man will be retained at 
each bridge as a guard over the prop- 
erties, and a man will be kept at Ihe 
DeVall's Bluff spaq, which is a''dtei% 
bridge, to operate the span-lifting-ma- 
chinery.
